The Handel & Haydn Society is a premier chorus and period orchestra under the artistic 
direction of renowned conductor Christopher Hogwood. H&H isa leader in Historically- 
Informed Performance,” performing music on the instruments and with the performing 
techniques of the period in which it was composed. Founded in 1815, H&H is the oldest 
continuously-performing arts organization in the country, with a long tradition of musical 
excellence. In the nineteenth century, the Society gave the American premieres of several 
Baroque and Classical works, including Handel’s Messiah(1818), which H&cH has performed 
every year since 1854. In recent years, H&cH has achieved widespread acclaim through 
recordings on the London Records/L’Oiseau-Lyre label, national broadcasts, and 
performances across North America. In Boston, H&cH offers both a Symphony Series at 
Symphony Hall and a Chamber Series at both Jordan Hall at New England Conservatory 
and at Sanders Theatre in Cambridge.
